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REGULATIONS. 


1 HIS Society, under the name of the Lyceum 
medicum londinense, was inftituted for the ad¬ 
vancement of medical knowledge, January 25, 1785, 
under the patronage of Dr. Fordyce and Mr. Hunter, 
when the following refolutions were unanimoufly 
agreed to: 


I. 


That no gentleman can be defied into the Society 
who is not a lludent or p'raditioner in fome of the 
branches of medicine. 


II. 


That the fociety {hall confift of honorary, corre- 
fponding, and ordinary members. 


III. 


That the honorary members fhall confift of teachers 
of the different branches of medicine in London; and 
{hall be limited to fix in number. 


IV. 


That the correfponding members fhall confift of 
public teachers, and of phyficians and furgeons to 


public charities. 
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REGULATIONS. 


V. 

That the ordinary members fhall confift of the three 
following clafles: 

The firft clafs fhall confift of fuch gentlemen as fhall 
have taken a degree in phyfic, are members of the fur- 
geons or apothecaries company, or are eftablifhed in 
practice in furgery, pharmacy, or chemiftry. 

The fecond clafs fhall confift of members who have 
attended an hofpital, one courfe of lectures on anato- 
tomy, and the pradlice of phyfic ; or, if they have not 
attended an hofpital, fhall have been houfe-pupils to a 
teacher of any of the branches of medicine for three 
years. 

The third clafs fhall confift of fuch as have only 
entered upon a courfe of medical ftudies. 

VI. 

That the members of the two firft clafles fhall be 
required to read to the Society, differtations on fome 
fubjedl connected with medicine, in the order of their 
names upon the lift. 

VII. 

That the members of the third clafs fhall have no 
vote in the fociety ; but, when qualified, fhall be con- 
fidered as members of the fecond clafs. 
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VIII. 

That the members of the fecond clafs, when quali¬ 
fied, (hall, upon paying an additional half-guinea, be 
admitted as members of the firft clafs. 


That the meetings of the fociety fhall be held at 
Mr. John Hunter’s lecture-room, Caftle-ftreet, Lei- 
cefter-fquare; and fhall commence, annually, on the 
fecond Friday in Odtober, and be continued on every 
fucceeding Friday, until the end of May. 


That the time of meeting fhall be at half an. hour 
after eight o’clock in the evening; and that the bufi- 
nefs be concluded at eleven. 

XI. 

That at every meeting, the bufinefs of the Society 
fhall be conduced in the following order: 

The minutes of the former meeting are to be read. 

The names of the members to be called over. 

Vifitors to be introduced. 

Medical news to be received, and continued till 
half an hour paft nine, when the difiertations are to be 
read and difcuffed. 
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REGULATIONS. 


XII. 

That an extraordinary meeting is to be held on 
the firft Wednefday of every month, to commence at 
half paft eight o’clock, and to conclude at ten. 

That the bulinefs be conduced in the following 
order: 

The names of the members are to be called over; 
and all fines due to the Society collected. 

Members are to be balloted for. 

Certificates, propofing members, are to be read. 

All papers, relating to the affairs of the Society, are 
to be read and confidered. 

No vifitors are to be introduced at this meeting. 

The fine, for non-attendance, to be fixpence. 
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LAWS. 

PRESIDENTS. 

T H E presidents are to be four in number; and to 
be elected annually, by ballot, out of the members of 
the firft clafs, on the firft Friday in November. The 
fame perfons are not eligible, as prefidents, for two 
fucceflive years. 

The prefidents are to take the chair in rotation, ac¬ 
cording to Seniority. 

In the abfence of the prefident, for the evening, the 
next in order is to take the chair; but, if all the pre¬ 
fidents Should be ablent, the chair is to be taken by 
die Senior member prefent. 

ADMISSION OF MEMBERS. 

The members of the Society are to be elected by 
ballot; and the approbation of two thirds of the mem¬ 
bers prefent, is neceffary for their admiffion. 

The name of any perfon defirous of becoming a 
member of the Society, is to be prefented to the pre¬ 
fident, in a letter, figned by at leaft two members; 
and he is to be balloted for at the enfuing extraordi¬ 
nary meeting. 
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LAWS. 


Members propofed, are to have the liberty of be¬ 
ing introduced as vifitors till balloted for. 

HONORARY MEMBERS. 

The honorary members are to be excufed from at¬ 
tendance on the meetings of the Society. 

CORRESPONDING MEMBERS. 

Correfponding members, while in London, are to 
have the privilege of attending the meetings of the 
Society. 


ORDINARY MEMBERS. 

Every ordinary member, upon his admiflion, after 
fubfcribing his name to the regulations of the Soci¬ 
ety, and paying the admillion fees, is to be introduced, 
in form, to the prefident. 

Any member withdrawing his name from the books 
of the Society, cannot be re-admitted. 

VISITORS. 

The prefident is to have a difcretionary power of 
introducing vifitors. The member, whofe paper is 
under difcuflion, and four other members, in rotation, 
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according to their feniority, may each of them intro¬ 
duce one vifitor. 

The names of vifitors are to be delivered to the 
prefident, in writing, before the bufinefs of the even¬ 
ing begins. 

No gentleman can be introduced, as a vifitor, 
oftener than three times in a feafori, without the ap¬ 
probation of the Society. 

MEDICAL NEWS. 

Medical news is to confift of cafes and obfervatiorts 
on any fubjedt connected With medicine. All cafes, 
and obfervations, which are fufficiently interefting, are 
to be entered, in a book kept for that purpofe, by the 
fecretary. 

That the Society fhall appoint a committee, to ex¬ 
amine the cafes and obfervations upon their minutes, 
with a power to fend fuch as they think proper to 
Dr. Simmons, to be publiihed in his London Medical 
Journal, with an official letter from the fecretary, the 
authors giving their confent. 

PAPERS. 

The members may write on any fubjeft connected 
with medicine, which has not been written upon be- 
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fore, during that feafon; and are to inform the pre- 
fident of the fubjedt which they have chofen, a fort¬ 
night, at leaft, before die paper is given in. 

Each paper is to be read by the author, immediately 
after the medical news, on the evening in which it is 
prefented; and on the enfuing evening by the prefi- 
dent for difcuflion; provided that the difcuflion of the 
former paper be finifhed, and the author prefent. No 
. paper is to be difcuffed in the abfence of the author. 

That there fhall be always two papers before the 
Society for difcuflion. 

That the author of the paper, ordered for difcuf- 
fion, fhall, in cafe of inability to attend his duty in the 
Society, fend fuch information before eleven o’clock, 
on the Friday forenoon, to the fecretary; and the 
fecretary fhall immediately fend to the next member, 
to require his attendance, that the Society may pro¬ 
ceed to difcufs his paper; and if, from any circum- 
ftance, both of the members abfent themfelves, they 
fhall be fubjedt to the fines, laid down in the laws, for 
not giving in papers at the time appointed for that 
purpofe. 

Every member of the firft clafs, after the difcuflion 
of his paper, fhall be exempted from writing papers 
in future, and from all fines for non-attendance. 

The papers which are read and difcuffed in the So¬ 
ciety, are to be tranfcribed into a book, kept by the 
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fecretary for that purpofe; and each member {hall have 
his own paper returned, after it has been tranfcribed. 

COMMITTEES. 

To conflitute a committee on any private bufinefs, 
it is necelTary that one prefident, two members of the 
firft, and four, either of the firft or of the fecond clafs, 
{hould be prefent. 

Committees are open to all members. 

SECRETARY. 

The fecretary is to adt as treafurer and librarian; 
to be exempted from writing papers, and from all con¬ 
tributions ; to have the money of the Society intrufted 
to his care, and to be liable to account for it when re¬ 
quired ; he is likewife to collect the fines and contri¬ 
butions ; to enter into the minute-book of the Society 
all fadts which are communicated; and to attend all 
committees. 

In the abfence of the fecretary, any member of the 
fecond clafs is to be appointed, by the prefident, to 
perform his duty for that meeting. 

FEES OF ADMISSION. 

Gentlemen admitted into the firft clafs, are to pay 
one guinea upon their admiffion. 
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Gentlemen admitted into the fecond and third 
dalles are to pay half a guinea 5 and, when received 
into the firfl: clafs, are to pay an additional half¬ 
guinea. 

All members, elected into the Society, are to fign 
the obligation-book, pay the admiflion fees, and be 
introduced to the prefident within the four firfl: meet¬ 
ings after their election; unlefs a further time is al¬ 
lowed, upon an application being made to the Soci¬ 
ety, in failure of which they fhall not be confidered 
as eligible to be members of the Society. 

FINES. 

The prefident who is abfent on the night when he 
fhould take the chair, fhall be fined balf-a-crown, un¬ 
lefs he has procured another prefident to fupply his 
place. 

All ordinary members who are abfent when their 
names are called, except thofe of the firfl: clafs, who 
are exempted by having written a paper, fhall be 
fined fixpence, and no e^cufe fhall be admitted. All 
members who leave the Society before eleven o’clock, 
without firfl publickly afking leave of the prefident, 
fhall be fined fixpence. 

Members who do not deliver in their papers at the 
appointed time, are, for the firfl omiffion, to be fined

five {hillings; if they fliould negleCt to deliver it at 
the next meeting, to be fined ten {hillings; at the 
next again, twenty {hillings ; and if the fame neglect 
{hall happen at the fourth meeting, to be expelled. 

The fecretary neglecting to attend any meeting of 
the fociety, or any committee, is to be fined one {hilling, 
unlefs he affigns a reafon which {hall be deemed fuffici- 
ent by a majority of the Society. 

The prefident {hall have a difcretionary power of 
fining any member for irregularity. 

Such members as refufe to comply with the laws 
of the Society, or omit paying their fines for three 
months fuccefiively, having official information of fuch 
omiffion from the fecretary, are to be expelled. 
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REGULATIONS 

FOR THE PRIZE MEDAL. 

I. 

T*HAT the patrons of the Society fhall annually 
propofe a medical or philofophical fubjedf or queftion, 
on which every member fhall be permitted to give in 
a diflertation. 

II. 

That the author of the molt approved diflertation 
fhall be rewarded with a gold medal, value five gui¬ 
neas. 

III. 

That the merits of the paper be determined, and 
the prize adjudged by a committee confifting of the 
fix honorary members of the Society. 


That the prize be publickly delivered to the fuc- 
cefsful candidate, by one of the patrons of the Society, 
on the firfl: meeting in January.

That the diflertations, which are to be written in 
Englifh, but not in the author’s hand, be delivered to 
the fecretary of the Society, on. or before the firlt of 
November. 

VI. 

That each candidate infcribe his diflertation with a 
motto, tranfmitting along with it a fealed letter, bear¬ 
ing the fame motto, and containing his name and 
addrefs, in order that the names of the authors may 
remain concealed till the prize is adjudged,' and the 
names of all, except the fuccefsful candidate, be for 
.ever unknown, by the diflertation, and letter, which is 
unopened, being laid afide till called for, or totally 
deftroyed, according to the defife of the writer.

FOR THE LIBRARY. 

I. 

Xhat no book be allowed to be taken out of the 
library, without an equivalent fum of money for the 
whole fet being depofited; the librarian being ac¬ 
countable for all the books intrufted to his charge. 


That the books are to be borrowed from the li¬ 
brarian, and returned into the library, during the win¬ 
ter, on Friday evening, only from eight o’clock till 
half paft eight; and in the fummer, at fuch times as 
are determined upon at the laft meeting. 

III. 

That folios and quartos lhall only be kept a fort¬ 
night ; all other books only a week. 

That any member wifhing to keep a book longer 
than the time allowed, mull make an application to 
the librarian for that purpofe j which cannot be com- 
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plied with fliould any other member wifli to have the 
fame book. 

IV. 

That if any book be materially injured, it fhall 
be replaced, or the depofit forfeited.
